Still Enjoys Life Though Ninety 





“Life is worth living!” 

Such is the philosophy of W. T. 
Leeke, former teacher, farmer, 
state senator, and traveler—an 
Upland resident who a short time 
‘ago became 90 years of age. 

Sitting in a chair, his tall, 
slim, wirey figure still energetic 
despite his years, Mr. Leeke told 
of his life since his boyhood in 
‘Connecticut. As he talked a face,

\vealed a characer that has taken 
life at its best and at its worst, 
still retaining his courageous out- 
\look.

Unexpected Response to Lib- 
eralized Old Age Pension 
Laws Causes Revise 





The San Bernardino county 
board of supervisors yesterday 
was forced to add $400,000 to its 
estimate of expenditures for the 
fiscal year which will begin the 
first of July. 

This was caused by the unpre- 
cedented and unexpected response 
to the liberalized old age pension 
laws. The previous estimete for 
this expense in the county was 
placed at $811,000, but now an 
increase of $400,000 or more seems 
imperative, bringing the total to 
approximately $1,250,000. While 


\it is too early to make a definite 


forecast of the tax rate, said C. 
E. Grier, chairman of the board, 
he anticipates the increase will be 
25 cents per $100 as a result of 
these pension payments. Mr. Grier 
further stated the remainder of 


the same as for the fiscal year 

coming to a close this month. 
The action of the board was the 

result of a statement made yes- 


terday by Mrs. Maude S. Bell, di- 


rector of the county welfare de- 
partment, who said that in con- 
sidering the increase in old age 
pension applications it was expect- 
ed there would be 100 additional 
cases that would qualify for aid 
during the month of June, mak- 
ing a total of 1150. During last 
week 213 applications were receiv- 
ed, Mrs. Bell stated, at least 80 
per cent of which are expected to 
qualify under the new law. If the 
same rate should continue through 
the remainder of the month about 
800 applications will be on file. 
Whereas, it was previously eX- 
pected about 1900 cases would be 
on aid by Dec. 1, if the present 
rate of increase continues through 
July there will be approximately 
that number on aid by the end of 
next month—five months earlier. 

The final county budget, which it 
is expected will be adopted today 
by the board, sets aside approx- 
imately $1,700,000 for welfare 
costs, of which amount $1,250,000 
will go for old age pensions and 
the balance will cover all other 
This amount for re- 
lief is in excess of the entire county 


budget for this year.
